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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I— Name 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall 
be  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion of  Anderson  College. 

ARTICLE  II— Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall 
be  to  foster  student  interests  and  ac- 
tivities, to  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
scholarship  and  honor  among  stu- 
dents, to  administer  regulations,  and  to 
transact  business  pertaining  to  the 
student  body. 

ARTICLE  III— Membership 

All  undergraduates  of  Anderson  Col- 
lege shall  become  members  of  this  As- 
socation  upon  matriculating  and  pay- 
ing the  annual  dues  of  $1.00  and 
reading  and  signing  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws.  All  alumnae  may  be 
associate  members  having  the  power 
of  discussion  but  no  vote. 

ARTICLE  TV— Legislative 

The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Student  Government  Association 
as  a  whole,  subject  to  the  Faculty  Exec- 
tive  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  V— Executive 
Department 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  power  of  the 
Student  Government  Association  shall 
be  vested  in  an  Executive  Council  con- 
sisting of  the  President,  Vice  President, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Fire  Chief,  House 
Presidents,  two  members  from  the 
Sophomore  Class,  and  two  members 
from  the  Freshman  class. 

Sec.  2.  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall 
be  elected  for  one  year  and  shall  be 
a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secre- 
tary, a  Treasurer,  two  House  Presi- 
dents, a  Fire  Chief  elected  from  the 
incoming  Sophomore  class,  two  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Sophomore  class, 
two  representatives  from  the  Freshman 
class,  and  Proctors  appointed  twice  a 
month  by  the  Executive  Council. 

Sec.  3. — Election. 

All  nominations  shall  be  made  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  and  approved 
by  the  Faculty  Executive  Committee, 
except  that  Freshman  representatives 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Freshman 
Class  and  elected  by  the  Student 
Council  the  first  week  of  the  second 
semester.  There  shall  be  six  nomina- 
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tions  from  which  two  shall  'be  elected. 
These  representatives  shall  serve  until 
the  annual  election  when  they  may  be 
elected  to  other  offices,  failing  which 
they  shall  remain  as  representatives, 
In  case  of  election  to  other  Student 
Government  offices,  the  vacancies  shall 
be  filled  from  the  incoming  Sophomore 
Class  under  the  regulations  governing 
other  nominees. 

Appointments  to  fill  vacancies  on 
the  Council  shall  be  made  by  the  Fac- 
ulty Executive  Committee. 

Elections  shall  be  held  on  College 
Election  Day,  along  with  that  of  the 
presidents  of  the  Athletic  Association, 
the  Baptist  Student  Union,  the  editors 
of  the  Yodler  and  The  Columns. 

Sec.  4.    Duties  of  Officers. 

A.  The  duties  of  the  President  shall 
be: 

1.  To  preside  over  all  meetings  of 
the  Association  and  of  the  Executive 
Council. 

2.  To  call  any  meeting  she  may  con- 
sider necessary. 

3.  To  summon  before  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  as  need  arises,  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Association. 

B.  The  duties  of     the     Vice-Presi- 
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dent  shall  be: 

1.  To  perform  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  the  absence  of  or  at  the 
request  of  the  President. 

2.  To  perform  the  duties  of  Social 
Secretary. 

C.  The  duties  of  the  House  Presi- 
dent shall  be: 

1.  To  see  that  Proctors  perform 
their  duties  and  to  assist  them  when 
necessary. 

2.  To  attend  to  the  ringing  of  the 
study  hour  bell,  room  bell,  Sunday 
school  bell,  and  quiet  hour  bell. 

3.  To  take  the  Proctor's  report  and 
her  own  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Association  before  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Council. 

4.  To  summon  before  her.  at  her 
discretion,  any  member  of  the  House 
in  which  she  resides. 

5.  To  keep  a  record  of  all  points 
and  to  warn  any  student  who  has  ac- 
quired two  major  points  during  any 
two  weeks. 

D.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  shall 
be: 

1.  To  keep  a  list  of  the  members  of 
the  Association. 

2.  To  prepare  and  read  the  minutes 
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of  each  meeting  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil and  of  the  Association. 

3.  To  act  as  recorder  of  the  point 
system. 

4.  To  write  all  penalties  for  of- 
fenses and  give  same  to  the  person 
who  has  committed  the  offense. 

5.  To  notify  parents  of  restrictions. 

E.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall 
be: 

1.  To  have  charge  of  all  the  funds 
of  the  Association. 

2.  To  keep  a  record  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  to  present  a  re- 
port of  same  to  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  at  the  end  of  the 
session. 

3.  To  keep  a  record  of  the  Student 
Emergency  Loan  Fund. 

F.  The  duties  of  the  Proctors  shall 
be: 

1.  To  maintain  order  in  their  sec- 
tions. 

2.  To  inspect  five  minutes  after  the 
ringing  of  the  room  bell  and  the  light 
bell  and  insist  upon  the  students  giv- 
ing prompt  attention  to  these  bells. 

3.  To  make  reports  to  their  House 
Presidents  as  circumstances  may  re- 
quire. 
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Any  Proctor  when  unable  to  perform 
her  duties  shall  appoint  a  substitute. 

ARTICLE  VI— Judicial 
Department 

The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Executive  Council. 

ARTICLE   VII— Nominating 
Committee 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Nominating 
Committee  of  which  the  retiring  Stu- 
dent Government  President  shall  be 
chairman.  The  other  members  shall 
be  one  representative  from  each  of  the 
following  organizations : 

The  Executive  Council,  the  Baptist 
Student  Union,  the  Yodler  staff,  the 
Athletic  Association,  the  Columns 
staff,  the  Town  Club,  the  Sophomore 
Class,  and  the  Freshman  Class,  with 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Dean 
of  Women  as  advisers. 

Before  the  meeting  of  the  Committee 
each  member  shall  confer  with  the  of- 
ficers and  sponsor  of  her  organization 
in  order  to  get  recommendations  in 
regard  to  nomination  for  the  head  of 
her  organization. 

2.  Each  member  of  the  Nominating 
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Committee  shall  be  elected  not  later 
than  March  1,  by  the  organization 
which  she  represents. 

3.  Names  of  the  nominees  shall  be 
posted"  March  8.  The  day  of  election 
shall  be  the  third  Tuesday  in  March. 
Students  will  register  by  signing  their 
names  and  vote  by  secret  ballot  at  a 
place  designated  by  the  Student  Coun- 
cil. Officers  of  the  Executive  Council 
shall  be  inaugurated  before  Spring 
Holidays. 

4.  A  representative  of  the  non-resi- 
dent students  shall  be  elected  to  the 
Student  Council  by  a  vote  of  non-resi- 
dent students  only.  Nominees  are  pre- 
sented by  the  Nominating  Committee 
after  having  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty  Executive  Committee.  The  re- 
presentative of  the  non-resident  stu- 
dents meets  with  the  Student  Council 
when  day  students  are  concerned. 

ARTICLE  Via— Meetings 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  toe  three  annual 
business  meetings  of  the  Association. 

1.  The  first  meeting  at  which  the 
installation  of  officers  shall  take  place, 
shall  be  held  the  week  preceding 
Spring  Holidays.

2.  The  second  meeting  at  which  the 
Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Regulations 
of  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion shall  be  read  and  explained,  shall 
be  held  as  early  in  the  college  year 
as  the  President  may  deem  wise. 

3.  The  third  meeting  at  which  the 
election  of  officers  for  the  Student 
Government  Association  shall  take 
place  shall  be  held  not  later  than  the 
third  Tuesday  in  March. 

Sec.  2.  Meetings  of  the  Association 
at  which  reports  from  the  Executive 
Council  are  read  and  current  business 
discussed  shall  be  held  every  two 
weeks,  on  Monday  morning  at  11:00 
o'clock. 

Additional  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion may  be  called  by  the  President 
at  any  time  or  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  ten  members. 

Sec.  3.  The  regular  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Council  shall  be  held  every 
two  weeks  on  Friday  evening. 

ARTICLE    IX -Amendments 

The  Executive  Council  with  the  ap- 
approval  of  the  Faculty  Executive 
Committee  'may  propose  to  the  Asso- 
ciation  amendments   to   the   Constitu- 
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tion.  A  proposed  amendment  may  not 
t>e  voted  on  in  less  than  one  week  after 
it  is  presented  to  the  Association  and 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  membership 
shall  be  necessary  for  its  adoption.  Any 
ten  members  may  propose  in  writing 
to  the  Executive  Council  an  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution. 

ARTICLE  X— Faculty  Executive 
Committee 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  College,  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  the  Dean  of  Women,  and 
one  other  member  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  College. 

All  rules,  regulations  and  decisions 
of  the  Executive  Council  and  the  As- 
sociation shall  toe  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  this  Committee. 
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BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I 

All  undergraduate  members  of  the 
Student  Government  Association  shall 
observe  and  cooperate  in  the  system 
of  Self- Government  embodied  in  the 
rules  and  privileges. 

ARTICLE  II 

Each  member  of  the  student  body 
shall  sign  the  Constitution  in  the 
form  of  a  pledge:  I  pledge  myself  to 
the  loyal  support  of  the  Constitution, 
By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Stu- 
dent Government  Association  and  to 
honesty  in  academic  work.  In  pledging 
myself  to  loyal  support  of  the  Constitu- 
tion I  promise  not  wilfully  to  violate 
any  of  the  college  regulations. 

ARTICLE  in 

1.  There  shall  be  one  Chief  Marshal 
and  one  Marshal  from  each  class  who 
shall  represent  the  college  on  all  pub- 
lic occasions. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Student 
Government  Association  shall  serve  as 
Chief  Marshal.  The  Marshals  shall  be 
elected  by  their  respective  classes. 
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3.  The  duties  of  the  Marshals  shall 
be: 

To  serve  as  ushers  when  needed. 

To  keep  a  record  of  attendance  and 
report  all  absences  and  misconduct 
during  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion meetings  and  public  entertain- 
ments when  attendance  is  required. 

CLASS  PRIVILEGES 
Freshmen 

1.  Students  may  have  two  after- 
noons from  2:00  to  6:00  each  week  for 
shopping,  calling  or  attending  movies  in 
groups  of  two  provided  no  college  duties 
are  missed. 

Week-ends. 

2.  Students  who  are  not  receiving 
service  scholarships  may  go  home 
every  week-end.  Those  receiving 
scholarships  may  go  every  other  week- 
end. These  privileges  may  be  curtail- 
ed if  the  student  at  the  close  of  any 
grading  period  is  doing  unsatisfactory 
work. 

Nigfhts  Out 

3.  Students  whose  average  grade  for 
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the  previous  semester  is  C  or  above, 
and  who  have  not  failed  in  any  sub- 
ject, and  are  chaperoned  by  a  council 
memtoer  may  substitute  one  evening  at 
the  movies  for  one  of  the  above  after- 
noons. However,  they  may  not  attend 
evening  social  affairs  when  college  en- 
tertainments are  scheduled.  This  pri- 
vilege may  be  withdrawn  if  the  student 
at  the  close  of  any  grading  period  is 
doing  unsatisfactory  work. 

Late  Leave. 

4.  Students  who  have  college  work 
every  afternoon  except  Saturday  until 
4:00  p.  m.  may  go  to  the  movies  and 
return  to  the  college  not  later  than 
7:00  p.  m. 

5.  Groups  of  not  less  than  four 
chaperoned  by  a  council  member  may 
go  to  the  movies  on  Saturday  evening. 

6.  Students  whose  average  grade  for 
the  previous  semester  is  B  or  above, 
and  who  have  not  failed  in  any  sub- 
ject, may  shop  at  their  convenience  be- 
fore 6  p.  m. 

7.  Students  may  walk  from  4:00  to 
6:00  p.  m.  within  walking  limits.  Walk- 
ing  limits   shall   be    Greenville    Street 
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to  the  Dixie  Store  and  Fant  Street  to 
Calhoun. 

8.  Students  may  dry  their  hair  in 
the  back  court  when  weather  permits, 
and  on  Friday  afternoons  by  the  fire  in 
the  colonnade. 

Dating 

9.  Students  may  receive  young  men 
on  the  upper  campus  and  in  the  col- 
lege parlors  on  Saturday  and  Sunday 
afternoons,  and  in  the  college  parlors 
during  these  evenings,  but  shall  not 
hold  conversation  with  them  else- 
where. The  permission  of  the  Dean  of 
Women  and  a  faculty  chaperon  are  in 
general  necessary  when  leaving  the 
campus  with  young  men. 

Evening  receiving  hours  close  at 
10:30  p.  m. 

Taxis 

10.  Taxis  may  be  used  only  with 
the  permission  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

Telephone 

11.  Students  may  use  the  telephone 
during  recreation  periods  and  during 
the  afternoon  but  at  no  other  times. 

Before   sending   telegrams   and   long 
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distance  calls,  permission  must  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Dean  of  Women.  Such 
calls  must  be  made  over  the  pay  tele- 
phone. 

Filling  Station 

12.  Students  may  go  to  the  Boule- 
vard filling  station  from  9:00  a.  m.  to 
7:00  p.  m.  This  privilege  will  be  with- 
drawn at  any  time  from  a  student  who 
abuses  it. 

13.  During  the  months  of  Septem- 
ber, October,  April  and  May  students 
may  walk  on  the  lower  campus  until 
7:00  p.  m.;  during  other  months  not 
later  than  6:00  p.  m. 

CLASS  PRIVILEGES 

Sophomores 

1.  In  addition  to  Freshman  privi- 
leges, Sophomores  may  have  three  af- 
ternoons for  shopping,  calling,  attend- 
ing the  movies  in  groups  of  two. 
Those  whose  average  grade  for  the 
previous  semester  is  C  or  above,  and 
who  have  not  failed  in  any  subject, 
may  have  two  afternoons  and  one 
evening. 
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THIRD  YEAR  SPECIAL  PRIVILEGES 

Third  year  students  shall  observe  all 
regulations,  but  may  have  the  follow- 
ing special  privileges: 

1.  They  may  cut  meals  provided  the 
dietitian  is  notified  in  advance. 

2.  They  may  talk  to  young  men 
without  permisson. 

3.  They  may  have  lunch  down  town 
in  groups  of  two  at  approved  restau- 
rants. 

4.  They  may  make  telephone  calls 
at  their  convenience. 

5.  They  may  substitute  a  date  on 
the  campus  for  an  evening  at  the 
movie. 

6.  They  may  have  dates  in  the  East 
Den. 

7.  They  may  attend  social  func- 
tions or  entertainments  in  town  in 
groups  of  two  with  special  permission. 

FOURTH  YEAR  SPECIAL 
PRIVILEGES 

Fourth  year  students  may  in  addi- 
tion to  third  year  privileges  go  to  din- 
ner or  entertainments  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  evenings  with  a  young  man 
unchaperoned. 
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PRIVILEGES    OF    STUDENT    COUN- 
CIL MEMBERS 

In  recognition  of  the  extra  duties  re- 
quired of  council  members  the  follow- 
ing  special   privileges  are  granted: 

1.  They  may  shop  at  their  conven- 
ience provided  no  college  duties  are 
missed. 

2.  They  may  spend  nights  out  of 
their  rooms  on  week-ends  without  per- 
mission. 

3.  They  may  talk  to  young  men 
under  conditions  outlined  by  the  Dean 
of  Women. 

4.  They  may  have  meals  in  town  at 
approved  restaurants. 

5.  They  may  use  the  telephone  at 
their  convenience. 

6.  They  may  remain  out  of  their 
rooms  after  light  bell  only  when  their 
duty  as  members  of  the  Council  make 
this  necessary. 

7.  When  extra  duties  have  inter- 
fered with  their  study,  they  may 
keep  their  lights  on  after  light  bell 
with  permission  of  the  President  of  the 
Executive  Council. 

8.  Sophomore  members  of  the 
Council  may  occasionally,  under  condi- 
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tions  outlined  by  the  Dean  of  Women, 
(1)  leave  the  college  on  a  date  un- 
ehaperoned;  (2)  chaperon  students  to 
the  movies,  the  radio  station,  and  sim- 
ilar places. 

9.  Jn  the  event  that  duties  and  pri- 
vileges conflict,  it  is  required  that  du- 
ties be  given  priority. 

PRIVILEGES   OF  RETIRING 
COUNCIL  MEMBERS 

They  may  continue  to  have  Council 
member  privileges,  and  in  addition 
have  third  year  student  privileges. 

Penalties 

When  penalties  are  not  prescribed 
by  student  government  regulations, 
the  Student  Council  shall  impose  such 
penalties,  for  unsocial  conduct  as,  in 
its  judgment,  are  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  college  and  the  student  concern- 
ed. 

Three  minor  points  equal  one  ma- 
jor point,  and  three  major  points  in 
any  two -week  period  automatically 
means  being  campused  for  a  period  of 
two  weeks.  Restriction  shall  be  im- 
posed for  more  serious  offenses  or  for 
continued  offenses  which  may  be  less 
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serious.  All  penalties  shall  be  an- 
nounced to  the  student  body.  Notice 
of  restriction  and  the  reason  therefor 
shall  be  mailed  to  parents  or  those  re- 
ceiving them. 

MINOR  POINTS 

One  given  for: 

1.  Failure  to  sign  in. 

2.  Being  late  to  meals. 
Two  given  for: 

1.  Meal  cuts. 

2.  Out  of  room  after  room  bell. 

MAJOR  POINTS 

One  given  for: 

1.  Noise  during  school,  study  or 
quiet  hours. 

2.  Failure  to  sign  up  in  the  House 
President's  spend-the-night  book. 

3.  Failure  to  sign  out  in  register 
when  going  beyond  prescribed  limits. 

4.  Being  five  minutes  late  on  the 
campus  in  the  evening. 

5.  Breaking  study  sign  without  per- 
mission from  the  House  President. 

6.  Leaving  the  campus  without  a 
hat  when  going  to  church,  when  call- 
ing outside  walking  limits,  when  leav- 
ing for  week-end  visits. 
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7.  Being  out  of  room,  during  study 
hour  without  permission. 

8.  Out  of  room  after  light  bell. 

9.  Untidy  room. 

10.  Failure  to  pay  for  laundry  on 
time. 

11.  Failure  to  get  laundry  on  time. 

Major  Point. 

Two  given  for: 

1.  Each  unexcused  absence  from 
chapel,  practice,  class,  association 
meetings. 

2.  Talking  without  permission  to 
boys  who  are  not  co-eds. 

3.  Being  ten  (minutes  late  on  the 
campus  in  the  evening. 

4.  Unsatisfactory  self-help  work. 

Major  Points. 

Three  given  for: 

1.  Unexcused  absence  from  church 
and  Sunday  School  or  required  enter- 
tainment. 

2.  Walking  on  Boulevard  during 
school  hours. 

3.  Being  fifteen  minutes  late  on 
the  campus  in  the  evening. 

A  campused  student  may  not  use  the 
telephone,    have    dates,    attend    social 
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gatherings,  or  entertainments  except 
those  required  by  the  administration. 
She  may  not  leave  the  campus  except 
to  attend  church  when  she  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  member  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council.  She  must  also  be  chap- 
eroned by  a  Council  member  at  requir- 
ed social  gatherings  and  entertain- 
ments. 

A  restricted  student  may  not  exer- 
cise any  of  the  above  privileges  and  in 
addition  she  forfeits  the  privilege  of 
holding  office  or  representing  the  col- 
lege in  any  public  capacity. 

Violation  of  any  penalty  shall  extend 
it  one  week. 

Pour  weeks  restriction  shall  be  auto- 
matically imposed  for  lying  in  any 
iorm  to  the  Student  Council,  for  sign- 
ing the  register  to  go  one  place  and 
then  going  to  another,  for  forgery  of 
names  to  permissions  and  invitations. 

Restriction  or  forfeiture  of  service 
scholarships  will  be  imposed  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  College  administrative 
officers  for  continued  failure  to  meet 
requirements  of  the  scholarship. 
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GENERAL    REGULATIONS 

Study  Hours 

1.  Quiet  shall  be  observed  in  the 
halls  and  on  the  campus  during  school 
and  study  hours,  after  light  bell,  and 
from  2:00  to  4:00  p.  m.  on  Sunday. 
School  hours  are  9:00  a.  m.  to  1:25  p. 
m.,  and  2:05  to  4:00  p.  m. 

Parents  who  live  at  a  distance  may 
see  their  daughters  in  the  parlors  be- 
fore 4:00  p.  m.,  on  Sunday,  but  no 
guests  shall  be  received  on  the  dormi- 
tory halls  during  quiet  hour. 

2.  Radios  shall  not  toe  played  dur- 
ing the  above  periods  except  for  spec- 
ial programs  and  with  special  permis- 
sion. A  fee  of  $2.00  a  semester  must 
be  paid  to  the  college  prior  to  the  in- 
stallation of  a  radio. 

3.  All  students  shall  observe  closed 
study  hour  7:00-10:30  p.  m.  This 
means  that  they  will  study  in  their 
own  suites  or  in  the  library. 

4.  Students  shall  be  furnished  with 
Study  and  Busy  signs  to  be  used  when 
they  do  not  wish  to  be  disturbed. 
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Guests 

5.  Guests  may  be  entertained  with 
permission  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  A 
charge  of  35  cents  per  guest  is  made 
for  all  meals  except  Sunday  and  Guest 
Night  dinners,  which  are  50  cents.  A 
charge  of  50  cents  is  made  for  each 
overnight  guest. 

Church 

6.  Students  attend  the  church  and 
Sunday  School  of  their  choice  in  An- 
derson. Those  excused  for  illness  shall 
remain  in  the  Infirmary  until  5:00  p. 
m. 

Two  cuts  a  semester  are  allowed  from 
church  and  Sunday  school.  Cuts  left 
over  from  the  first  semester  may  be 
used  the  second  semester. 

All  excuses  and  cuts  shall  be  report- 
ed to  the  House  President  before  the 
Sunday  school  hour;  otherwise  cuts 
are  unexcused. 

Permissions 

7.  All  permissions  for  and  invita- 
tions to  students  shall  be  mailed  di- 
rectly to  the  Dean  of  Women.  Week- 
end permissions  and  invitations  should 
reach  her  not  later  than  Friday.    Per- 
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missions  from  parents  are  required  for 
going  out  of  town,  riding  to  and  from 
town,  and  attending  dances. 

The  college  can  assume  no  responsi- 
bility for  the  possible  hazards  of  such 
trips.  The  right  to  refuse  requests 
from  parents  is  reserved  if  the  college 
deems  it  wise  to  do  so. 

8.  Students  shall  be  in  the  dining 
hall  for  lunch  and  dinner  unless  ex- 
cused. Breakfast  is  optional.  Five 
minutes  are  allowed  for  getting  to  the 
dining  hall. 

9.  Students  shall  not  spend  night 
out  of  room  without  the  permission  of 
their  House  President.  Not  mere  than 
two  girls  may  spend  night  during  the 
week  in  the  same  room  unless  permis- 
sion is  given  by  the  President  of  the 
Student  Government  Association. 

10.  "Undress"  garments  such  as 
housecoats  and  bed  room  shoes  may 
not  be  worn  off  the  dormitory  halls, 
except  when  going  to  canteen  during 
recreation  hour  in  the  evening.  Curlers 
and  hair  nets  may  be  worn  off  the 
dormitory  halls  only  when  drying  hair 
in  the  back  courts. 

11.  Students  shall  wear  stockings  to 
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church  on  Sundays,  when  receiving 
callers  on  week-ends,  and  when  advis- 
ed to  do  so  by  the  Dean  of  Women. 
They  may  wear  anklets  when  going 
to  town  during  the  week.  They  shall 
wear  hats  to  church,  when  calling  out- 
side walking  limits,  when  leaving  for 
week-end  visits  and  when  advised  to  c'o 
so  by  the  Dean  of  Women. 

Signing  Out. 

12.  Students  shall  register  in  the 
student  register  before  leaving  the 
campus  and  check  off  immediately  on 
returning. 

13.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Exec- 
utive Council  fire  drills  shall  be  held 
in  accord  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Association.  Every  member  of  the 
student  body  shall  take  part  in  these 
drills. 

14.  The  student  must  file  a  report 
of  her  absence  with  the  Dean  of  Fac- 
ulty on  the  first  day  she  returns  to 
classes  following  the  absence.  If  the 
instructor  receives  no  report  on  the  ab- 
sence by  the  time  the  student  returns 
to  class  for  the  second  time  after  the 
absence,  it  is  marked  unexcused. 
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15.  All  student  activities  are  under 
the  direction  of  the  Faculty  Activities 
Committee  and  the  Student  Social 
Committee.  An  activity  Calendar  is 
kept  by  the  chairman  of  the  Faculty 
Committee.  Regular  meetings  of  the 
several  organizations  and  all  so- 
cial events  shall  be  registered  on  this 
calendar  after  consulting  with  the 
chairman  of  the  Faculty  Committee. 

16.  Students  excused  from  work  in 
the  forenoon  may  not  exercise  social 
privileges  during  the  afternoon  or 
evening. 

17.  An  unexcused  absence  on  the 
day  before  or  after  any  holiday  or  on 
the  day  of  a  previously  announced  test 
shall  count  double.  Unexcused  absenc- 
es not  only  carry  a  reduction  in  quali- 
ty points,  but  in  accordance  with  Stu- 
dent Government  regulations,  inflict 
two  major  points  for  each  absence. 

18.  Students  may  not  miss  class 
work  or  private  lessons  or  change  them 
from  one  day  to  another,  to  make  vis- 
its. 

19.  Dinner  parties,  either  for  clubs 
or  individuals,  may  be  given  on  Sat- 
urday evenings  only,  since  study  hour 
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must  not  be  interrupted. 

20.  A  student  who  is  not  making  a 
passing  grade,  may  not  take  part  in 
any  entertainment  which  requires  ex- 
tensive preparation. 

21.  No  rehearsals  or  preparations  of 
any  kind  will  be  allowed  during  the 
evening  study  hour,  except  on  the  night 
preceding  the  event. 

22.  Evening  entertainments  shall  be 
scheduled  for  Friday  evening  when  it  is 
possible  to  do  so. 

23.  Students  shall  be  in  class  and 
chapel  not  later  than  five  miutes  after 
the  bell  rings. 

24.  Students  shall  study  in  the 
buildings  during  school  and  study 
hours. 

Smoking 

25.  Only  students  whose  parents 
send  a  written  permission  to  the  Dean 
of  Women  may  smoke.  A  student  may 
not  smoke  outside  her  room  or  down 
town. 

Drinking 

26.  Drinking  of  alcoholic  beverages 
is  not  permitted. 
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Dancing. 

27.  With  written  permission  from 
their  parents  students  may  attend  so- 
cials at  Clemson.  If  dancing  is  includ- 
ed, students  must  have  special  permis- 
sion for  each  occasion,  sent  foy  the  par- 
ents directly  to  the  Dean  oi  Women's 
office.  Parents  in  granting  this  per- 
mission accept  all  responsibility  which 
includes  the  means  of  transportation. 

HALL  REGULATIONS 

1.  Have  rooms  in  order  by  9:30  a. 
m.,  which  is  inspection  hour. 

2.  Get  permission  from  matron  be- 
fore removing  any  furniture  from 
room. 

3.  Put  all  trash  in  the  waste  bas- 
kets. Never  throw  it  from  the  windows 
or  sweep  it  into  the  halls.  Put  waste 
baskets  in  halls  by  8:30  a.  m. 

4.  Take  no  dishes,  silver,  or  other 
equipment  from  the  dining  room. 

5.  Advertise  lost  articles  on  the  bul- 
letin board.  Take  to  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  articles  found  in  or 
near  college  buildings. 

6.  Report  immediately  all  cases  of 
illness  to     the     nurse.       Never     serve 
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meals  to  ill  students;  the  nurse  will  do 
this. 

7.  Do  all  pressing  in  the  pressing 
room.  The  irons  may  be  used  any  time 
during  the  day  before  6:00  p.  m. 

8.  Laundry  is  sent  out  and  paid  for 
by  the  student. 

9.  Damage  to  furniture  or  walls  will 
be  paid  for  by  the  students  who  occu- 
py the  room.  Don't  drive  nails  in  the 
walls,  paste  pictures  on  them,  or  oth- 
erwise mar  them. 

10.  The  nurse  shall  make  all  ap- 
pointments for  students  with  dentists 
and  other  specialists. 

FIRE  DRILL  RULES 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  system  of 
fire  drills  under  the  direction  of  the 
Student  Government  Association  to 
minimize  the  danger  of  fire. 

Sec.  2.  This  system  is  organized  un- 
der the  Fire  Chief,  Captains  and  Lieu- 
tenants. 

Sec.  3.    Election  of  Officers: 

1.  The  Fire  Chief  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  incoming  sophomore  class  at 
the  regular  Student  Government  elec- 
tions. 

2.  The    Captains     and     Lieutenants 
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shall  be  chosen  by  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil in  consultation  with  the  Fire  Chief 
during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  col- 
lege year. 

Duties  of  the  Fire   Chief. 

1.  To  meet  with  the  Executive 
Council  within  the  first  two  weeks  of 
the  college  year  to  choose  the  Captains 
and  Lieutenants. 

2.  To  be  responsible  to  the  Student 
Government  Association,  to  whom  she 
shall  submit  two  formal  reports  dur- 
ing the  year,  one  at  the  end  of  the 
first  semester  and  one  before  the  end 
of  May. 

3.  To  report  all  misdemeanors  to 
the  Student  Government  Association. 

4.  To  call  all  drills  and  instruct  the 
Captains  and  Lieutenants  and  to  re- 
ceive reports  at  fire  drills. 

5.  To  inform  the  Dean  of  Women  of 
the  time  that  she  intends  to  have  a  fire 
drill. 

Duties  of  the   Captains. 

There  shall  be  one  Captain  for  each 
building.    Her  duties  shall  be: 

1.  To  see  that  the  Fire  Chief  is  no- 
tified at  once  in  case  of  fire. 
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2.  To  see  that  order  is  preserved 
during  fire  drills  or  in  case  of  fire. 

3.  To  report  to  the  Fire  Chief  the 
names  of  those  missing  in  her  divisions 
and  the  names  of  any  additions  to  her 
numbers. 

4.  To  appoint  one  of  her  Lieuten- 
ants to  represent  her  in  her  absence. 

Duties  of  First  Lieutenants. 

There  shall  be  First  Lieutenants  on 
each  floor,  the  number  to  be  decided 
by  the  Fire  Chief.  Their  duties  shall 
be: 

1.  To  receive  orders  from  the  Cap- 
tains as  to  which  exit  to  take. 

2.  To  lead  the  lines  out  of  the  build- 
ings. 

3.  To  see  that  absolute  quiet  is  ob- 
served during  fire  drills. 

4.  To  report  to  the  Captain  the 
names  of  those  missing  in  their  divis- 
ions. 

Fire  Drills. 

1.  A  fire  drill  shall  be  held  within 
a  month  of  the  opening  of  the  first 
semester  and  at  least  one  in  each 
quarter  thereafter.  All  students  are 
required  to  participate. 
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2.  Whenever  a  drill  is  omitted  an 
explanation  of  the  omission  should  be 
made  to  the  President  of  the  Student 
Government  Association. 

3.  The  Chief  may  inform  Captains 
of  proposed  drills  and  designate  stair- 
ways to  be  used. 

4.  The  Captains  shall  give  the  alarm 
by  ringing  the  bells. 

5.  On  the  summons  of  the  bell  each 
girl  shall  close  the  windows  of  her  own 
room,  leave  the  door  open,  and  the 
lights  on,  and  carry  a  towel. 

6.  The  roll  is  to  be  called  by  the 
Lieutenants  according  to  plan  submit- 
ted to  them  by  the  Fire  Chief. 

a.  It  is  to  be  called  after  the  di- 
vision has  marched  to  its  designated 
place. 

7.  There  should  be  an  exact  division 
line  on  each  corridor  to  designate 
which  stairways  the  different  groups 
shall  use.  In  case  of  a  real  fire  if  the 
stairway  is  not  available  Foecause  of 
smoke  or  fire  the  Captain  shall  desig- 
nate which  exit  to  use. 

8.  To  avoid  confusion  and  to  make 
it  possible  to  hear  the  orders  of  the 
officers  there  must  be  neither  running 
nor  talking.    Failure  to  obey  this  rule 
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should  be  reported  to  the  Fire  Chief  at 
once  and  'by  her  to  the  President  of 
the  Student  Government  Association. 

9.  Every  one  in  a  building  during  a 
fire  drill  should  go  down  the  stairs 
designated  as  the  exit  for  the  particu- 
lar portion  of  the  building  and  should 
report  her  name  to  the  Lieutenant  of 
that  corridor. 

10.  The  Captains  and  Lieutenants 
are  held  responsible  for  seeing  that  all 
students  get  out  in  orderly  fashion. 
The  names  of  those  missing  from,  or 
added  to,  a  roll  call  shall  be  given  to 
the  Fire  Chief  as  soon  as  possible.  Any 
one  who  has  missed  roll  call  must  be 
reported  immediately  to  the  fire  chief. 

OFF-CAMPUS    REGULATIONS 

1.  Students  shall  not  stop  at  any 
hotel  unless  they  have  the  permission 
of  the  Dean  of  Women. 

2.  Students  returning  to  the  city 
from  week-end  visits  and  vacations  are 
expected  to  report  immediately  to  the 
campus. 

3.  Students  shall  be  on  the  campus 
each  afternoon  by  6:00  o'clock. 

4.  Students  who  have  written  per- 
mission from     parents     or     guardians, 
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may  ride  to  and  from  town  with  wo- 
men they  know,  provided,  they  go  di- 
rect on  Greenville  or  Calhoun  Streets. 
Anyone  _vho  fails  to  conform  to  the 
terms  of  the  privilege  automatically 
loses  it. 

Other  riding  is  permitted  only  when 
a  teacher  is  chaperoning. 

DAY  STUDENTS 

Major  points: 

One  unexcused  absence  from  class  or 
chapel. 

Three  unexcused  tardies  from  class. 

Any  violation  of  regulations  or  con- 
duct contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the 
regulations  is  subject  to  penalty. 
Penalties : 

For  each  major,  loss  of  one  quality 
credit. 

For  three  majors  during  one  semes- 
ter, ineligible  for  office  in  student 
organizations  or  to  represent  the 
college  on  public  occasions. 

POINT  SYSTEM 

1.  Offices  held  by  the  students  shall 
be  valued  in  points. 

2.  No  student  may  during  the  year 
hold  offices  amounting  to  more  than 
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20  points. 

3.  A  student  who  fails  in  two  sub- 
jects during  any  semester  must  resign 
all  offices  coming  under  the  point  sys- 
tem.

Alpha  Pi  Epsilon 

Alpha  Pi  Epsilon  is  the  national 
honorary  secretarial  society  for  col- 
leges. Its  chief  purpose  is  to  profes- 
sionalize the  status  of  the  college 
trained  secretary.  The  society  stress- 
es superior  achievement  in  stenography 
and  stimulates  a  salutary  interest  in 
the  field  by  bringing  together  outstand- 
ing students  in  secretarial  subjects.  It 
encourages  its  members  to  carry  high 
ideals  into  business  relations. 

The  Sigma  Chapter  organized  at  An- 
derson College  in  May  1941  is  the  only 
chapter   of  this  national   organization 
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in  South  Carolina. 

Beta  Mu  Kappa 

Beta  Mu  Kappa  is  an  honorary 
science  fraternity  open  to  students  who 
make  an  A  grade  in  science  and  a  B 
average  in  all  their  work.  Monthly 
meetings  are  given  to  discussions  and 
experiments  of  scientific  interest. 

The  International  Relations  Club 

The  Anderson  College  International 
Relations  Club  is  a  charter  member  of 
the  Southern  Association  and  regular- 
ly sends  representatives  to  its  meet- 
ings. The  membership  is  made  up  of 
students  who  are  specially  interested  in 
history  and  international  relations. 

Phi  Theta  Kappa 

Phi  Theta  Kappa  was  made  the  Na- 
tional Honor  Society  for  Junior  Col- 
leges by  the  American  Association  of 
Junior  Colleges  in  1929,  and  the  socie- 
ty has  chapters  in  accredited  junior 
colleges  throughout  the  United  States. 
A  student,  to  be  eligible  to  election  to 
membership  must  rank  in  the  upper 
ten  per  cent  of  those  enrolled  in  the 
collegiate   department.     The   Anderson 
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Chapter,  Beta  Pi,  was  granted  a  char- 
ter in  1932. 

The  College  Choir 

The  College  Choir,  open  to  students 
who  are  interested  in  choral  and  en- 
semble work,  receives  excellent  training 
from  the  Head  of  the  Voice  Depart- 
ment. The  Choir  is  much  in  demand 
for  programs  in  the  city  and  surround- 
ing country. 

The  Dramatic   Club 

The  Dramatic  Club  is  open  to  stu- 
dents interested  in  this  type  of  work. 
The  members,  under  a  trained  director, 
receive  training  in  acting  and  in  the 
staging  of  plays,  Bi-monthly  meetings 
are  held  and  public  performances  are 
given. 

Cosmopolitan  Club 

The  Cosmopolitan  Club  is  a  social 
club  composed  of  students  who  live  in 
states  other  than  South  Carolina. 

Commercial  Club 

The  Commercial  Club  is  composed  of 
students  registered  in  the  Commercial 
Department.    Its  purpose  is  to  promote 
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the   welfare   of  the   members   and     of 
the  department.

The  Columns  is  the  Year  Book  pub- 
lished by  the  students  of  Anderson  Col- 
lege. It  attempts  to  make  a  record  of 
the  varied  student  interests.
